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ORIGIN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


During  the  spring  of  1871,  Mr.  Sliepherd  Brooks,  the  grandson  and  heir  of  the 
late  Rezih  Davis  Shepherd  of  this  vicinity,  was  applied  to  for  the  buildings 
erected  by  his  grandfather  in  Shepherdstown.  (which  had  been  used  as  a  court- 
house vvjiile  the  county  seat  was  at  this  place,  and  to  which  the  county  had  added 
two  wings),  for  the  purpose  of  opening  therein  a  Classical  and  Scientific  School. 
Permission  was  readily  given,  and  after  some  preliminary  arrangements,  a  lease  of 
the  property  for  a  term  of  years  and  renewable,  was  granted  for  that  purpose.  A 
Board  of  Trustees  was  incorporated^  with  a  charter  conferring  upon  them  certain 
privileges  similar  to  other  institutions  of  learning.  The  school  was  opened  in 
September,  187 1,  and  February  27th  following,  the  Legislature  established  a 
Branch  State  Normal  School  in  Shepherd  College,  which  school  was  organized  by 
the  Regents,  November  21,  1872.  This  act  was  amended  by  an  act  approved 
February  14,  1873,  ^^^^^  before  it  was  put  into  operation  it  was  annulled  by  the 
Amended  School  law  passed  April  12,  1873,  which  re-enacted  the  law  of  February 
27,  1872.  Owing  to  these  changes  and  delays,  the  School  did  not  get  fully  into 
operation  until  September  9,  1873,  ^^^^^  has  been  in  successful  operation  ever  since. 


The  design  of  the  school  is  to  afford  the  opportunity  of  obtaining  a  thorough 
English  education,  and  to  train  teachers  for  the  free  schools  of  the  State.  In 
addition  to  the  English  or  Normal  Course,  there  is  a  Collegiate  Department,  in 
which  the  studies  are  so  arranged  that  all,  whether  desiring  to  become  teachers  or 
not,  may  obtain  a  good  education  and  be  prepared  for  the  practical  duties  of  life. 
The  expenses  have  been  made  so  moderate  that  all  can  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity  thus  afforded  of  pursuing  an  extended  course  of  study.  The  school 
is  open  to  both  sexes,  but  the  buildings  and  grounds  are  so  arranged  that  each 
department  can  be  kept  entirely  separate. 


In  order  to  impart  thorough  instruction  in  the  English  branches,  all  pupils  will 
be  classified  under  the  Normal  Course,  whether  desiring  to  become  teachers  or 
not,  and  the  pursuit  of  this  Course  and  a  full  acquaintance  with  it  will  be  enjoined 
upon  all. 

Students  after  completing  the  Normal  Course,  can  enter  the  Collegiate  De- 
partment, or  when  it  will  not  abridge  the  Normal  Course,  they  may  carry  the  two 
along  together. 


THE  DESIGN  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 


CLASSiFICATION. 
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THE  METHOD  OF  TEACHING. 

Instruction  is  given  by  daily  recitations  by  familiar  remarks  and  illustrations 
upon  each  lesson  recited,  by  blackboard  exercises  and  lectures.  Frequent  ex- 
emplifications of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  the  various  branches  will  be  given. 
Every  effort  will  be  made  to  interest  the  students  in  their  studies,  and  induce 
application  on  their  pai-t,  without  w'hich  all  teaching  is  vain. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL  WORK. 

It  is  the  peculiar  province  of  Normal  Schools  to  train  students  for  the  office  of 
teachers,  and  point  out  to  them  the  most  approved  and  successful  methods  of 
instruction  and  recitation,  as  well  as  the  best  system  of  organizing,  classifying  and 
governing  schools.  It  includes  a  knowledge  of  the  branches  taught  as  well  as  the 
manner  of  teaching  them,  and  its  object  is  to  form  in  the  students  economical  and 
regular  habits  of  study,  so  as  to  prepare  them  for  intelligent  and  systematic  teachers. 
Hence  they  must  have  classes  in  which  students  can  be  instructed  in  the  various 
branches,  as  mere  matters  of  knowledge,  before  they  can  be  taught  the  *'  how  "  to 
teach  them. 

NORMAL  DIPLOMAS. 

Students  who  pursue  the  Normal  Course  prescribed,  whether  State  pupils  or  not, 
and  sustain  a  satisfactory  examination  upon  the  same,  will  receive  a  Diploma  from 
the  Board  of  Regents,  which  will  entitle  them  to  teach  anywhere  in  the  State 
without  a  re-examination  every  year.  These  diplomas  are  equivalent  to  a  "  No.  i 
Certificate,"  but  will  be  annulled  by  the  State  Superintendent,  for  the  same  reasons 
that  would  withhold  them  in  the  first  place. 

DEGREES. 

The  Trustees  are  authorized  to  confer  upon  such  students  as  have  completed  the 
course  of  studies  prescribed  for  the  Collegiate  Department,  and  sustained  a  satis- 
factory examination  upon  the  same,  a  diploma  certifying  their  progress  in  study 
and  their  character  as  students. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

All  pupils  will  be  examined,  at  the  close  of  the  school  year,  upon  the  studies  of 
the  year,  and  no  student  will  be  permitted  to  advance  until  said  examination  has 
been  sustained.  Wilful  absence  from  exaininations  will  not  be  tolerated.  These 
examinations  will  be  conducted  by  the  Faculty  in  their  respective  departments,  and 
by  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Executive  Committee.  They  will  be  either  oral 
or  written,  or  both  combined,  and  the  names  of  the  students  who  stand  in  the  first 
grade  in  these  examinations  and  average  the  same  in  their  monthly  reports,  will  be 
read  out  as  distinguished,  at  Commencement. 

ADVANTAGES. 

The  advantages  of  this  institution  are  :  The  opportunities  afforded  for  a  good 
English  education  ;  the  facilities  for  study  ;  the  comfortable  rooms  ;  the  moderate 
expenses;   the  healthfulness  and  accessibility  of   the  place;    the  refined  and 


cultivated  character  of  the  community.  The  study  rooms  are  commodious, 
comfortable,  well-lighted,  and  furnished  with  improved  desks,  and  the  recitation 
rooms  are  well  adapted  for  that  purpose. 

GOVERNMENT. 

The  government  of  the  institution  will  be  mild  but  firm.  Students  will  be  ex- 
pected to  do  what  is  required  of  them  without  compulsion,  and  to  conduct  them- 
selves as  gentlemen  and  ladies  —  refraining  from  all  improprieties  of  conduct. 
The  better  feelings  of  the  pupils  and  their  sense  of  right  will  be  appealed  to, 
rather  than  severe  and  violent  measures  used.  Scholarship  will  be  the  main 
object  ;  but  a  due  regard  will  be  had  and  a  proper  attention  paid  to  the  health  and 
morals  of  the  pupils. 

MONTHLY  REPORTS. 

Monthly  reports  of  the  conduct,  progress  and  attendance  of  the  pupils,  made  up 
from  the  daily  record  of  the  several  instructors,  will  be  sent  to  parents,  and  they 
are  earnestly  requested  to  examine  them  and  report  to  the  Principal  whether  they 
are  regularly  received.  Parents  and  guardians  should  show  an  interest  in  the 
progress  of  their  children  and  wards,  and  as  often  as  possible  attend  their  recita- 
tions. 

TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  most  improved  text-books  will  be  used,  regard  being  had  to  economy. 
Changes  will  be  made  only  to  secure  the  best  books. 

THE  BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  are  new,  commodious,  admirably  arranged  for  the  purpose 
intended,  consisting  of  Public  Hall,  Library,  Recitation  and  Lecture  Rooms,  and 
beautifully  situated  on  an  eminence  near  the  centre  of  the  town,  with  handsome 
grounds  surrounding.  The  main  building  was  erected  by  the  late  R.  D.  Shepherd, 
of  this  vicinity,  and  wings  have  been  added  since,  the  whole  costing  more  than 
$30,000.  The  use  of  said  buildings  has  been  generously  donated  to  the  Trustees, 
by  Shepherd  Brooks,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  his  grandson,  for  school  purposes. 

LOCATION. 

vShepherdstown  is  a  village  of  about  1400  inhabitants,  on  the  south  bank  of  the 
Potomac,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  and  is  noted  for  its  health- 
lulness,  many  seeking  it  as  a  sunmier  resort.  It  is  of  easy  access  by  the  B.  &  O. 
Railroad  from  Kearneysville,  West  Virginia,  or  from  Keedysville,  Maryland. 
There  are  six  churches  in  the  village,  and  pupils  can  attend  any  one  their  parents 
may  desire.    The  community  is  noted  for  its  morality  and  sobriety. 

✓  ADMISSION. 

To  enter  the  Normal  Department,  the  applicant,  if  a  male,  must  be  14  years  of 
age  ;  if  female,  13  years  of  age,  and  must  be  able  to  pass  an  examination  in  Spell- 
ing, Reading,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  First  Lessons  in  English  Grammar.  To 
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enter  the  Collegiate  Department,  they  must  each  be  one  year  older,  and  must  be 
prepared  to  stand  an  examination  upon  the  Junior  Normal  Course;  this  will  be 
insisted  upon. 

The  time  for  this  examination  will  be  the  first  day  of  the  opening  term,  when 
pupils  will  be  assigned  to  the  classes  for  which  they  are  found  prepared.  All 
applications  should  be  made  to  the  Principal  before  the  beginning  of  the  term. 


EXPENSES. 

The  rates  of  tuition  for  pay  scholars  are  fixed  as  follows  : 

Junior  Normal  Course,   $20.00  per  year.

Students  entering  for  a  shorter  period  than  a  year,  shall  be  charged  /yro  yata 
according  to  the  above  rates.  No  abatement  shall  be  made  for  ^  fraction  of  a 
month.  One  half  of  the  tuition  due  for  the  period  for  which  the  student  enters 
shall  be  paid  in  advance,  and  the  residue  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  half  of  said 
period.  No  abatement  shall  be  made  for  absence  except  in  case  of  protracted 
sickness  ' 

Good  board  can  be  had  in  private  families  at  from  $3  to  $4.50  per  week. 
Students  who  board  in  town  will  be  under  the  care  of  the  teachers  at  all  times,  and 
families  who  board  pupils  will,  be  required  to  report  any  misconduct  on  the  part 
of  the  pupil,  or  any  neglect  of  studies. 

WAX  AND  HAIR  WORK. 

Miss  Ella  Byers,  a  most  competent  teacher,  will  give  instruction  in  these  branches 
upon  very  moderate  terms. 

LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  two  Literary  Societies  connected  with  the  College,  and  they  are  both 
well  attended  and  well  conducted  —  the  Parthenian,  composed  of  females,  and 
the  Ciceronian,  composed  of  males. 

LIBRARY  AND  CABINET. 

The  library  and  Cabinet  are  yet  small,  but  increasing.  Contributions  to  both 
are  earnestly  solicited.  Persons  having  old  books  and  geological  specimens,  of 
little  value  to  them,  would  confer  a  favor  upon  the  College  by  donating  them  to 
the  Library  and  Cabinet. 

MUSIC. 

This  department  is  not  made  a  part  of  the  College  curriculum,  but  a  teacher  of 
vocal  and  instrumental  Music  will  be  employed,  and  an  opportunity  giveii  to  those 
who  desire  to  pursue  this  branch,  to  take  lessons  at  the  instructor's  charges,  which 
will  be  made  moderate. 
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APPARATUS. 

Apparatus  for  instruction  in  Chemistry,  Natural  Philosophy  and  Mineralogy, 
will  be  secured  by  the  opening  of  the  next  term. 

CHEMISTRY  AND  MINERALOGY. 

Arrangements  will  be  made  to  give  full  instruction,  next  session,  in  Agricultural 
Chemistry,  analysis  of  soils,  and  assaying  of  minerals. 

THE  CADETS. 

The  young  men  of  the  institution  have  organized  a  "  Cadet  Company,"  and 
have  been  armed  by  the  State.  While  it  is  not  obligatory  upon  any  to  join  this 
Company,  it  yet  affords  them  a  school  for  exercise,  and  is  otherwise  of  great 
advantage  to  the  students. 

MORAL  CULTURE. 

This  School  is  a  State  Institution,  and  is  non-sectarian  in  every  respect.  There 
are  six  different  denominations  in  town,  and  each  has  a  prosperous  Sat^bath  School 
and  regular  service,  so  that  students  can  attend  any  church  their  parents  or 
guardians  may  name.  They  will  be  required  to  attend  church  regularly  every 
Sabbath,  and  be  present  at  the  opening  exercises  of  the  School  in  the  morning, 
which  are  conducted  by  the  various  ministers  in  town,  in  turn. 

APPLICATION  FOR  TEACHES  S 

County  Superintendents  and  others  desiring  teachers  are  requested  to  correspond 
with  the  Principal.  They  are  assured  that  no  incompetent  teacher  will  be 
recommended. 

STATE  NORMAL  PUPILS. 

Should  any  County  Superintendent  receive  more  applications  foi  Normal 
appointments  to  this  School  than  his  county  is  entitled  to,  he  will  refer  them  to  the 
Principal  for  information. 

Students  holding  Normal  appointments  who  are  irregular  in  their  attendance 
(without  reasonable  excuse),  inattentive  to  their  studies,  siiow  no  capacity  or  desire 
to  learn,  and  no  aptitude  to  teach,  after  a  fair  trial,  shall  have  their  appointments 
cancelled. 

SESSION  BEGINS. 

The  annual  Session  begins  the  first  Monday  in  September,  and  will  be  divided  into 
two  terms  of  twenty-one  weeks  each,  the  second  term  beginning  February  rst,  and 
continuing  to  the  close  of  the  School  year  in  June.  There  will  be  an  intermission 
of  one  week  at  Christmas,  and  such  other  days  as  the  Board  of  Regents  may 
direct. 
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TO  PATRONS  AND  STUDENTS. 


The  importance  of  prompt  attendance  at  the  beginning  of  the  Session  cannot  be 
too  strongly  urged.  The  loss  of  a  few  days  then  is  very  serious,  and  interferes 
greatly  with  the  advancement  of  the  pupils.  Equally  as  great  an  evil  is  the  un- 
necessary and  frequent  absences  during  the  term.  One  or  two  days  lost  in  a  week 
or  month  deranges  all  the  pupil's  studies,  puts  him  behind  in  his  class,  and 
discourages  him.  Time  thus  lost  can  not  be  made  up  without  great  difficulty  and 
labor,  and  but  few  pupils  regain  what  is  thus  lost.  Parents  who  reside  in  town 
and  vicinity  are  earnestly  requested  to  observe  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Regents 
for  a//  pupils,  and  not  permit  their  children  to  neglect  their  studies,  and  otherwise 
violate  the  rules  of  the  School.

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jR.ULES    FOR    THE    poVERNMENT    OF  "PuPILS. 

I  "^HE  following  Rules  for  the  government  of  pupils  were  adopted, 
subject    to   such  modification  and  changes  as  the  Faculty 
^       of  the  school  shall  see  proper  to  make,  which  modification 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Executive  Committee,  and  Board  of  Regents  : 

1st,  Each  scholar  shall  attend  the  daily  sessions  of  the  school,  which  shall 
not  be  less  than  six  hours. 

2d.  The  daily  sessions  will  be  opened  with  such  devotional,  or  other  exercises, 
as  the  Faculty  may  establish. 

3d.    No  student  will  leave  the  school-room  without  his  instructor's  permission. 

4th.  Whispering,  unnecessary  moving  about  the  room,  and  laughing  or  talking, 
is  prohibited. 

5th.  All  defacement  of  the  walls,  desks,  seats,  or  other  property  of  the  school, 
is  prohibited. 

6th.    Care  of  clothing,  books  and  person  is  enjoined  on  students. 

7th.  Polite  and  respectful  deportment  is  required  of  all,  both  in  and  out  of 
school. 

8th.  Students  absenting  themselves  without  permission  of  instructor,  on  return 
will  be  required  to  bring  a  written  excuse  for  their  absence. 

9th.  No  student  shall  leave  the  school-grounds  during  school  hours  without 
permission,  and  shall  state  the  reason  for  asking  permission. 

loth.  When  studies  have  once  been  assigned  a  pupil,  they  will  stand  until 
changed  or  modified  by  the  Faculty.    Each  student  shall  have  at  least  three  studies. 

I  ith.  Students  shall  not  have  access  to  the  school-building,  after  school  hours, 
without  the  Principal's  permission,  and  will  always  be  held  responsible  for  damage 
done. 

I2th.  All  damage,  destruction  or  waste,  committed  by  a  student  shall  be  re- 
paired at  the  expense  of  the  perpetrator,  and  if  he  is  not  known,  it  will  be 
assessed  upon  all.  »^ 

13th.  Students  shall  attend  all  recitations,  and  examinations,  and  no  student 
shall  go  on  with  his  class,  until  he  has  passed  said  examinations. 

14th.  Students  are  forbidden  to  visit  all  places  where  liquor  is  sold  as  a 
beverage,  under  the  penalty  of  suspension  or  dismission,  as  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee may  direct. 
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15th.  Pupils  shall  not  visit  or  receive  company  during  the  nights  of  school- 
days, after  the  hour  appointed  by  the  Faculty  for  study,  except  by  the  written  per- 
mission of  their  parents  or  guardians,  or  by  special  permission  of  some  member  of 
the  P'aculty,  who  must  make  a  note  of  the  same  and  report  to  the  next  meeting  of 
the  Faculty. 

i6th.  The  carrying  of  fire-arms  is  strictly  forbidden,  and  will  be  regarded  as  a 
felony  in  the  discipline  of  this  school. 

17th.  The  playing  of  cards,  or  the  bringing  of  them  on  the  college  grounds,  is 
prohibited,  and  any  violation  of  this  rule  will  be  punished  by  suspension  or  expul- 
sion, at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

1 8th.  Pupils  entering  or  leaving  the  buildings  after  school  has  been  called,  shall 
pass  through  the  main  entrance. 


The  methods  of  discipline  shall  be  : — 

ist.  Private  admonition  by  the  instructor. 

2d.  Admonition  by  the  Faculty. 

3d.  Admonition  before  the  whole  school. 

4th.  Suspension. 

5th.  Dismission  from  school. 

The  scale  of  demerits  shall  be  for  each  offence  as  follows  :

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Striking,  in  anger,  any  pupil,  except  in  self-defence,  or  in  resenting 
a  gross  insult,  shall  be  punished  by  suspension  or  expulsion,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  Executive  Committee.  Striking  a  teacher,  or  con- 
viction of  felony,  to  be  followed  by  expulsion. 

The  commission- of  any  misdemeanor  against  the  law  of  the  State 
to  be  followed  by  suspension  or  expulsion,  as  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee may  direct. 

Ten  demerits  in  one  month  will  receive  admonition  before  Fac- 
ulty ;  twenty,  before  the  whole  school ;  and  thirty  in  any  three  months, 
to  be  reported  to  Executive  Committee  for  decision  and  action. 

In  all  cases  of  suspension,  tuition  must  be  paid  by  pay  scholars 
during  suspension  ;  otherwise  in  cases  of  expulsion. 

In  all  cases  involving  suspension  of  over  twenty  days  and  expul- 
sion, an  appeal  to  the  Board  of  Regents  may  be  taken. 


J"he  J^aculty   and  their  puTiEs. 


1st.    The  Principal  and  his  assistants  shall  be  known  as  the  Faculty. 

2d.  The  Principal,  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  professor,  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  Faculty,  have  a  general  supervision  over  the  school,  shall  report  from 
time  to  time  such  matters  as,  in  his  opinion,  would  advance  the  interests  of  the 
school,  and  at  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year,  make  a  full  and  detailed  report  of 
the  condition  of  the  school,  its  progress  and  wants,  the  number,  classification  and 
proficiency  of  the  pupils. 

3d.  Each  professor  and  teacher  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  conduct  and 
progress  of  the  pupils  under  his  immediate  instruction,  and  shall  require  strict 
obedience  to  the  rules  and  regulations  at  all  times. 

4th.  The  Faculty  shall  have  the  care,  government  and  instruction  of  the  pupils 
under  the  rules  and  regulations  ;  they  shall  devote  their  time  to  their  duties,  and 
engage  in  no  business  that  will  impair  their  faithful  performance  thereof ;  but  the 
Principal  or  any  teacher  may,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  to  collect  tuition  fees,  when 
required  to  do  so  by  the  Treasurer  and  Executive  Committee. 

5th.  They  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  beginning  of  the  school  year, 
make  out  a  classification  of  the  pupils,  with  their  respective  studies,  and  report 
the  same  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

6th.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Principal  to  report  to  the  Regents,  at  the 
end  of  each  scholastic  year,  a  list  of  all  candidates  for  graduation,  with  remarks 
to  each  as  to  proficiency,  and  time  and  course  of  studies  ;  designating  the 
State  Norma]  scholars  from  the  pay  scholars,  and  giving  the  ages  of  each. 

7th.  The  Faculty  shall  hold  weekly  meetings,  keep  a  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, and  discuss  the  interests  of  the  school.

8th.  They  shall  decide  upon  all  matters  of  discipline  not  otherwise  provided  for, 
arising  from  a  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  school,  and  inflict  such  punishment 
as  the  offence  may  deserve  ;  but  if  suspension  for  more  than  a  week,  or  expulsion 
be  the  penalty,  an  appeal  may  be  had  to  the  Executive  Committee. 


pUTIES 

1st.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  exercise  proper  care 
over  the  building,  grounds  and  property  of  the  school  ;  keep  them  in  good  repair, 
prevent  all  damages,  and  demand  indemnity  for  the  same  ;  see  that  the  school 
rooms  are  properly  warmed,  ventilated,  cleaned  and  comfortable. 

2d.  They  shall  audit  all  accounts  against  the  school,  determine  all  matters  of 
expenditure  not  provided  for  by  law  or  otherwise,  and  in  all  emergencies  exercise 
executive  authority  in  the  absence  of  the  Regents  as  the  law  permits,  pay  out 
expenditures  as  they  occur,  from  moneys  received  on  account  of  tuition  and 
incidental  fees. 

3d.    They  shall  elect  from  their  own  body  a  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

4th.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  committee  ; 
shall  enter  therein  all  moneys  by  the  Treasurer  received,  and  at  all  times  subject  his 
record  for  examination  by  the  Faculty,  the  Executive  Committee,  or  the  Board  of 
Regents. 

5th.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  due  for  tuition  and  incidental  fees, 
pay  them  out  by  order  of  Executive  Committee,  and  report  to  the  Board  of 
Regents  at  the  close  of  the  school  year  ;  he  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  designate  the  Principal  or  other  teachers  as  collector  of  the  moneys,  but 
such  collector  shall  pay  the  same  over  as  soon  as  received,  and  require  of  the 
Treasurer  a  receipt  for  the  same. 

6th.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  visit  the  school  from  time  to  time,  note 
the  progress  of  pupils,  their  conduct,  the  modes  of  instruction,  inspect  the  build- 
ings, furniture  and  fittings. 

7th.  "  They  shall  appoint  three  persons,  skilled  and  competent,  to  examine  all 
applicants  for  graduation  two  weeks  before  the  close  of  the  scholastic  year,  who 
shall  report  the  result  to  the  Regents,  with  suggestions  pertinent  to  the  welfare  of 
the  school." 

8th.  All  matters  not  provided  for  in  the  foregoing  rules,  to  be  acted  upon  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Regents. 

9th.  That  the  Executive  Committees  of  the  several  Normal  Schools  be 
directed  to  include  in  their  annual  report  the  names  and  salaries  of  the  several 
teachers  employed  by  them,  how  much  the  said  teachers  have  received  on  salaries, 
and  from  what  sources  ;  and  that  they  prepare  their  report  before  the  day  of  the 
termination  of  their  sessions,  so  as  to  submit  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Regents  on 
their  arrival  at  the  localities  of  the  several  schools  ;  also  that  they  report  how  much 
they  have  collected  from  tuitions,  and  how  much  remains  uncollected. 
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
